This year we are including the National Classifica- 
tion Commettee type and color class number, it follows 
the color description, and is used and recognized by most 
Gladiolus Societies in the U. S. and Canada. In the shows 
yarieties compete by these color and size classes. The 
letter ‘“‘F’’ stands for ‘‘Formal’”’ and indicates that the 
florets are arrayed in a double row up the stem in a 
close arrangement. ‘“I’’ is for ‘“‘Informal’ and means 


ihat the florets of this variety have alternate and open 
spacing, giving a more graceful and artistic effect. The 
Forma] is about the same as the old “Exhibition” type 
and the Informal is similar to the ‘‘Decorative”’ type. 
Under the new Classification, the 100 series indicates the 
tiny miniatures with florets under 2% inches in diam- 
eer. The 200 class is for small glads with florets 2% 
to 8% inches in diameter. The 300 class is for medium 
giads with florets of 34% to 4%4 inches. The 400 class 
is for large glads with florets of 4% to 5% inches and 
the 500 class is for giant glads with florets over 51% 
inches in diameter. The last two figures of the number 
indicate the color group to which the variety belongs. 
Those ending in even numbers have pure self colors and 
those ending in odd numbers are marked or blotched
